Camouflage 


Some art students and painters in the 
six counties have offered their services, I 
hear, to the British Government. as 
camouflage artists ; and work of this kind, 
it seems, may be ‘available soon. 

Since the ‘beginning of aerial warfare 
the art of camouflage has been used exten- 
sively, and I imagine that it will be in 


‘greater demand now than it was in the 


last war. 

It may be remembered that Norman 
Wilkinson, who did a poster recently for 
the Ulster Tourist Development Associa- 
tion, invented a dazzle camouflage system 
in 1916 for merchant shipping. Tits object 
was to mislead the enemy about the diree- 
tion in which the vessel was moving, and 
it worked so well that it was adopted 
generally, and is still, I believe, in use. 

The word “ camouflage’’ is one of 
several French words that have become 
part of the English language since the 
Great War. It is not always used in its 
proper sense. I asked the waiter in a 
country hotel some time ago how it was 
that the barmaid in the same establish- 
ment had been unable to supply me with 
the partictilar brand of refreshment that 
he had brought. 

‘‘ Never heed her,” he said. “ That's 
only camouflage.”

Dull Dublin . 


A journalist, friend ‘of mine who knows 
every city and town from Athens .to 
Copenhagen tells me he thinks Dublin is 
about the dullest and dearest city he has 
been in for the past four years. 


Now this man who has lived his life 


travelling up and down the Continent | 


knows what he is talking about. He is 
not the usual type of tripper who drops 
into a city on an escorted tour, sees one 
or two of the main streets and cafés, and 
then thinks that he is able to write » 
book on the sights. It is my friend's 
rather difficult job to get into the life of 
the city, to hunt through its meeting 
places, to get to know the tone of the life 
that is lived, and not to depend on 
hearsay. 

He has been around a bit in Dublin 
inside a week or so, and professes his 
surprise to find that social life, for all 
outside appearances, finishes up in Dublin 
at about ten o'clock ‘each night. 

The cafés, he says, lack any attempt at 
a gay atmosphere which distinguishes them 
elsewhere. Dublin people, he thinks, have 
no café sense at all, and, therefore, have 
little ability to enjoy the lighter side of 
life in the way in which the Continentals 


do these things. 


The Cinemas 


My friend also was surprised to find so 
many picture-houses. He is now con- 
vinced that the extreme limit of high life 
to which the average Dubliner attains is 
to gobble up a cup of tea at a café and 
then dash off to the cinema. 

He has detected in the Dublin mind a 
keen desire—almost an instinct, he says— 
to crawl each night into the dark caverns 
that are cinemas and stay there for three 
or four hours on ‘end. If that is the ideal 
of life in Dublin, then it is a poor. look- 
out, he says 

He was surprised at the numbers of 
young men to be seen lounging at street 
corners—fine young men who are well 
dressed and appear not to have a care in 
the world. He tells me that in other 
cities unemployed men cannot be mistaken 
for anything else. 

I had to produce figures to-convince him 
that in this State there are 114,000 un- 
employed persons, and that the bulk of 
them is living on the rates in Dublin.

HELSINKI, Friday. 


AssS fighting all through the 
night, the Finns have once more 
successfully parried a sudden Russian 
attack in an unexpected sector—this 
time at Summa, in the Karelian 
Isthmus. 
The attack was the largest launched on 
this front for many weeks, and must have 
come as something of a surprise to the 
Finns, since it was widely thought that 
the Russians had dug themselves in all 
along the isthmus for the rest of the 
winter. 

It seems probable that the attack was 
launched not so much in the rather forlorn 
hope of getting through the Mannerheim 
Line as with the object of preventing the 
Finns from transferring any considerable 
number of men from this to some other 
front. 


THE DISPOSITIONS 


If this is the case, the importance of the 
present attack should not be over-esti- 
mated. 

Both the Finnish and the Russian posi- 
tions here are strong, and the Russians 
have now replaced some of the ill-trained 
conscripts who were originally on the 
isthmus by new professional troops of the 
best quality. In all they now have about 
seven or eight divisions in this area. 

A new surprise weapon was used by 
the Russians during this attack. 

It consists of light armed cars, mounted 
on sledges, which are pushed in front of 
the tanks. They are occupied by machine- 
gun crews, and entrusted with the task of 
penetrating as far as possible into the 
enemy lines. 

A fleet of these tanks, preceded by 
sledges, appeared in the Summa sector, 
following an intensive six-hour artillery 
bombardment starting at dawn yesterday. 


SMOKE SCREENS 


Numbers of heavy tanks took the centre 
of the field, while at the flanks were light 
tanks which emitted smoke screens. 
Simultaneously 130 Soviet ’planes dropped 
a hail of bombs on the Finnish lines, and 
a number of fighters swooped down, 
machine-gunning the lines. 

Despite the fierceness of the attack, the 
Russians were met with a withering fire 


from the Finnish machine-guns and 
artillery. In one sector the Finnish 
artillery silenced most of the fifteen 


batteries of the Russian position. 

A Russian column of about 50 horses 
and seven field guns was destroyed by a 
direct hit from the Finnish artillery. | 

One Russian ’plane which was directing 
_artillery fire was shot down, while the 
Finnish mines put a number of Russian 
tanks out of action. : 


HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTING, 
At times during the 24 hours or so 
before the issue of the attack was decided 
there was fierce hand-to-hand fighting with 
rifles and hand grenades. ; 
The mention of parachute troops in 
to-night’s communiqué is the first 
occasion on which it has been officially 
announced that these troops have 
been dropped in this sector. 

The communiqué indicates that the ex- 
periment was completely unsuccessful, 
and the troops were either taken prisoner 
or killed.

LADOGA BATTLE 

On the Ladoga front fighting continues 
mainly in the form of pitched battles 
between ski patrols.

AWAKENED 


Thirty-two year old Able Seaman 
Michael Ryan, of Tullabrack, Bruff, Co. 
Limerick, who mother is a native of 
Greeveguilla, near Killarney, telling the 
story of the crew's experiences while re- 
covering in a hotel in Cahirciveen yester- 
day, said: : 

“I have been ten or twelve years at 


sea. I joined this ship last November at 
the Panama Cena]. I was asleep in bed 
last Sunday morning, when I was 


awakened by an explosion. I did not 
hear any shot before that: A great shiver 
went. through the ship, and I jum 
out of bed. I threw some clothes and a 
life jacket on, and rushed up on deck, All 
the crew were standing by the two life- 
boats. | 
‘‘There were some dry biscuits, a tin 
of water, and some corned beef already 
stored in the boat. After a while, as the 
ship was not listing very much and had 
no appearance of sinking, the first mate 
went forward, came back and said that 
she was not too badly holed.

The Times remarks editorially to-day :— 
Lord Wardington’s speech yesterday to 
the shareholders of Lloyds Bank rounds 
off the series of addresses in which the 
chairmen of the leading joint stock banks 
are accustomed each year to review the 
financial record and pros Their 
opinions carry great weight. Through the 
great institutions, of which they are the 
heads, they have their fingers on the pulse 
of all the economic activities of the 
country. Every one now realises far more 
clearly than in 1914 how largely the issue 
of the war depends upon the effective use 
of our financial and economy resources, 
and the speeches of the bank chairmen 
this year will be read and studied with 
even greater interest than usual. Nor 
will this attention be confined to the “Big 
Five.” Valuable contributions to the dis- 
cussion have been made by other bankers 
as well, notably by Sir R. Noton Barclay, 
of the District Bank, and by Mr. G. P. 
Dewhurst, of Williams Deacons, which is 
so closely in touch with the staple in- 
dustries of the war. 

All these addresses have heen devoted 
mainly to two things, apart from the 
actual business of the banks to whose 
shareholders they were made. They have 
all emphasised the importance of main- 
taining—indeed,- of increasing—our export 
trade, and the necessity of preventing a 
race between wages and the cost of living. 
The .two things, of course, are closely 
connected, Any increase of prices would 
handicap British manufacturers in over- 
seas markets. As Mr. Colin Campbell 

inted out, prices are frequently the 

eciding factor in foreign trade. All the 

chairmen recognised that the elimination 
of German competition in most neutral 
markets presented our industrialists with 
great opportunities, though they recog- 
nised that there were obstacles to be over- 
come if proper use were to be made of 
them. fany British factories are fully 
occupied in war work for the equipment 
of our armed forces. Others have been 
hampered by difficulties in obtaining the 
necessary raw materials, and by the 
permits which have to be obtained from 
the vatious controls. 

Lord Wardington was confident that the 
authorities are alive to the urgency of the 
matter, and are gradually smoothing over 
the difficulties. Mr. Dewhurst pointed out 
that, since such a large proportion of the 
goods imported is bought in bulk on Govern- 
ment account, they alone have the nego- 
tiating power to arrange for payment to be 
taken partly in manufactured in 
Great Britain. In any case, it seemed 
to him that during the war the Govern- 
ment should act as 
authority for the bulk of the export trade, 
as, indeed, they already do for imports, 
using the t organisation of the 
various trades in order to preserve oversea 
connections. A similar view was expressed 
by Mr. Edwin Fisher, who urged that 
control of both imports and exports is

TO THE EDITOR ‘OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Under the title “ Help Wanted ” Mr. 
E. K. Eason in his letter suggests that 


young men in indust should able to 
save an average of 108. per week in jis 
years from 15 to 20. Does Mr. Eason realise 
that young men in industry start as 


apprentices at «a total weekly wage of less 
thew 10s.? When they do earn a full wave 
a contribution is required towards the budget 
at home, so that, even in ten years’ effective 
earning, ‘there is a heavy drain out of possible 
savings. [his takes no account of possible 
unemployment. 

Mr. Eason does not consider the position 
of a young man whose parents, in reduced 
circumstances, manage to put him through 
@ university. With two degrees, he finally 
passes the final examination of his chosen 
profession at the age of 22 or 23. So far 
there has been little time or money for 
riotous living, and he has not been able to 
earn one penny. Professions being over- 
crowded, he is glad to get a post at how- 
= low a salary. He must dress as befits 

ession—gone are the abiquitous 
~ s of a student. He probably, and 
very. wisely, takes out a life insurance policv, 
which will mean the “‘ freezing ’’ of from £12 
to £24 per annum. Evén he may have to 
contribute at home. His cash savings will be 
small, and when he comes to ma thev 


“will largely be required towards the furnish- 


ing of his home and the wedding expenses— 
the latter no small item. 

In his budget for married life he can afford 
from £60 to £70 yearly for the rent of a 
flat. Now, if a small deposit sufficed and a 
long-term loan were available (here his life 
policy will be useful as a collateral security), 
would not this £60 or £70 per annum be far 
better spent in the purchase and upkeep of 


a house? If spent in rent it is a dead loss, 
the only person to gain being the landlord. 
Possibly that is why Mr. n does not 


relish the idea of young people being assisted 
in house purchase, 

Mr. Eason objects to the establishment of 
a guarantee fund of £20,000, which he 
sents a contribution of less than 14d. —- 
head oí the population.

No 
doubt, he could share a room in a sium 
tenement with half a dozen others, but even 
then he would be hard put to it to save 
£26 per annum, and, furthermore, he would 
start saving at 22 years of age instead of 15. 

Mr. Kason seems~ to be labouring under 
the’ erroneous impression. that young men 
commence their cdreers on the income they 
expect to receive at 20 years of age. If this 
dream were to come true, it is possible that

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IRISH TITLÉ FOR - 
GOULDING - 
SPLENDID DISPLAY IN 
THE FINAL

In the final for the third time, Sir. Basil 
Goulding won the Irish Championghip for the 
first time, beating R. A. MeNeile, winner of 
the title two years ago, by 9-7, 9-4, 9-4, at 
Fitzwilliam, yesterday, In his previous finals 
Goulding was beaten by T. G. McVeagh after 
Marathon struggles, going to five games, but 
on this occasion he dictated the course of the 
match from start to finish, and fairly ont- 
played his opponents, 

Choosing the correct moment in a rally to 
play his favourite forehand drop shot, Gould- 
ing was so accurate in placing it, just over 
the tin and close to the side wall, that he had 
MecNeile stretching for. the return time after 
time. This particular stroke brought him a 
number of outright winners; but, in addition, 
his boasting off the side walls when almost 
beaten by a length drive frequently enabled 
him to turn defence into attack. 

As he had to do the majority of the run- 
ning, it was not surprising that McNeile 
made a number of errors, but, even so. he 
was not quite at his best, in the third game 
especially, hitting some drop shots on to the 
tin and he was never getting a consistent 
length down the side walls, 

Goulding went to 3-love in the first game 
before McNeile had one of his few spells of 
success, taking five points in a row after 
some brilliant rallies, However, Goulding 
countered this with a run of four, and, from 
7-all, took the game at 9-7.

The demands upon the Strangers’ Friend 
Society’s resources during the first part of 
the year 1939 reflected to some extent the 
slow improvement in the well-being of the 
community, which was made possible the 
settlement of the economic dispute with Great 
Britain. But from March onwards the inter- 
national situation swiftly deteriorated, and in 
September the Great War of 1914 to 1919 
was resumed. " 1 

Eire. like other neutral States, quickly 
found in the autumn that countries near to 
the theatre of a modern war suffer severely. 
Her. capital city felt the shock of the out- 
break of war probably more than any other 

art of Eire. The building industry became 
farther hampered by a shortage of supplies of 
many materials, and the great trade of the 
city, as an exporting and si Ei centre, 
was largely dislocated. Fear of still further 
contractions of trade and industry tended to 
cripple enterprise. Employers reduced their 
commitments as much as possible; many dis- 
miased workers before it was clear how the 
situation would develop, and thus aggravated 
its evils, and unreasoning apprehensions often 
displaced due caution and considerations ot 
humanity. 

Inevitably such a year of deepening, and 
then swiftly accentuated, depression has 
strained the resources of the society, but at 
no time has there been a danger of break- 
down in functioning. 

On the nomination of the society, the 
trustees have appointed Mr. J. Wesley 
Ludlow to be a trustee in the room of Mr. 
T. Alfred Fannin, who died during the year, 
and the society at its annual meeting 
appointed Mr, Ludlow as treasurer. 

uring 1939 relief was granted to 707 
families, comprising 3,810 individuals. The

In each of eighteen instances a grant of 
£2 or more was made, generally either to 

revent an unfortunate family being evicted 
or arrears of rent or as & contribution 
towards the cost of a horse or pony to re- 

lace an animal which had been killed or 
nad to be destroyed. The latter cases are 
dealt with as a rule in conjunction with the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul and the 
Society for the Relief of Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepers, 

The Clothing Committee has had another 
busy year. In all, 201 men, women and 
children received articles of clothing, while 
46 blankets and four bedsteads were also 
granted. 

Parcels of worn clothing, étc., were 
received from numerous individuals, from the 
British Red Cross Society, the Charleston 
Road Dorcas Society, and the Emergency 
Committee of the Society of Friends, or were 
collected by members of the Clothing Com- 
mittee from the various Churches. : 

It would be a great help to the committee 
if people interested in the Society's work 
among the poor would bear in mind its need 
for a steady supply of worn clothes, boots 
and shoes when they are reviewing the con- 
tents of their wardrobes. 

The society has also been empowered by 
the committee of the Mansion House Coal 
Fund to order supplies of free coal for 
approved poor folk, a boon which has been 
greatly appreciated during the very cold 
weather. 

The funds of the society have been on the 
whole satisfactorily maintained, but the com- 
mittee would like to see more young men and 
women becoming regular subscribers.
